CROSS TO BE SEEN 15 MILES 


Work of Installation on Chicago 
Methodist Temple Begun.

CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—The cross 
of tthe Methodist Temple, towering 
abave Chicago’s loop 565 feet, the 
loftiest thing in the city, will be- 
come the first visible sign of the 
city to the approaching traveler, 
when workmen have completed the 
installation of floodlights, which 
started yesterday.

“A food poisoning outbreak at 
West Virginia University, as an en- 
teriditis infection, also was re- 
ported,” the speaker continued. 
“The past year has also experi- 
enced another outbreak of botu- 
lism at Solon, O., in which there 
were two cases, both resulting in 
death, due to canned sardines in- 
fected with the betulinus organ- 
ism.”’ 

The possibility of food infection 
resulting from ‘the consumption of 
raw vegetables, and even raw 
fruits, is a suggestion that is at- 
tracting increasing attention, Dr. 
Blanck asserted. A recent study of 
the bacterial contamination of 
fresh fruits and vegetables, he con- 
tinued, indicates that normal, un- 
injured fruits and vegetables do 
not contain living bacteria within 
their tissues. 

Dip in Boiling Ww ater. 

“Pathogenic bacterta,”” he said, 
“may persist on the surfaces under 
moist conditions for 15 days or 
more and the only _§ satisfactory 
method, which will uniformly kill 
all\pathogenic bacteria, is dipping 
fruits and vegetables for 10 seconds 
in boiling, water.”’ 


A new occupational disease 
among food handlers was described 
by Dr: Blanck. “It is a cutaneous 
disorder,”’ he related, ‘‘commonly 
known as ‘fruit poisoning,’ which 
appears to be common among the 
workers of certain canneries of the 
Northwest. Pears have given this 
trouble and the incidence is as high 
as 331-3 per cent. The symptom- 
atology is that of a rather marked 
paronychia, charactenized by in- 
flammatory reaction, pain, and 
sometimes by the actual loss of one 
or more nails. A yeast-like organ- 
ism is the causative agent. An al- 
coholic solution containing 5 per 
ce thyrmol and 2? per cent oil of 
cirmamon is effective in its relief 
and promotion of healing.” 

Turning to chemica! food pre- 
servatives, Dr. Blanck mentioned 
that the question had been strik- 
ingly revived during the year. A 
British departmental report rec- 
ommends the restriction of food 
preservatives to benzoate of soda 
and sulphur dioxide, and suggests 
the establishment of maximum 
limits. ~_ 

‘Copper Utensils, 

Copper and nickel utensils may 
be sources of food poisoning, but so 
slight as to be no cause of worry 
for the average housewife. Copper 
poisoning, Dr. Blanck said, re- 
quires 15 to 25 years to develop. 
One authority potnted out that the

MILLIONAIRE SUED 
BY YOUNG ACTRESS 


John W. Hubbard of Pittsburg 
Broke Promise to Wed, 
$500,000 Case Charges.

PITTSBURG, Oct. 20.—John W. 
Hubbard, multimillionaire shovel 
manufacturer and sportsman, is 
being sued by Anne Caldwell, 22- 
year-old stage beauty, appearing in 
the Shubert production of “Gay 
Paree” in Manhattan, for $500,000. 
She charges breach of promise to 
marry. 

In her bill of particulars, Miss
